With  the  presence  of  the  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  as  the  guest 
of  Senator  Reed  Smoot,  the  forty- 
first  Founder’s  day  exercises  Monday 
will  go  down  in  the  history  of  the  in- 
stitution as  one  of  the  noteworthy 
occasions  in  the  annual  celebrations  of 
the  founding  of  the  school.  The  ex- 
ercises this  year  were  in  honor  of 
Abram  O.  Smoot,  co-founder  and 
first  president  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  Brigham  Young  universty.  Senator 
Reed  Smoot,  representing  the  Smoot 
family,  gave  the  main  address  of  the 
day.  The  descendants  vof  President 
Smoot  were  present  at  the  exercises 
as  the  guests  of  the  university. 

Curtis  Speaks 

In  introducing  Vice-President  Curtis, 
President  Harris  said  he  was  welcome 
for  two  reasons — because  of  the  posi. 
tion  he  holds,  and  because  he  is  { 
friend  of  Senator  Smoot.  “Any  one 
who  is  a friend  of  Senator  Smoot  is 
a friend  of  Brigham  Young  univers 
ity,”  concluded  President  Harris.  At 
the  close  of  the  program  Mr.  Curtis 
spoke  briefly,  advising  students  to 
prepare  for  the  leadership,  vhich 
would  soon  be  theirs.  Mr.  Curtis  ac- 
companied Senator  Smoot  to  Provo 
and  rode  in  the  morning  parade, 

Senator  Smoot  in  his  address  said 
he  looked  forward  with  hope  and  con- 
fidence to  the  time  when  the  B.  Y.  U. 
would  be  endowed  with  sufficient 
money  to  make  it  the  equal  of  any 
university  anywhere.  The  spirit  of 
the  “Y”  is  loyalty  to  country  and  to 
God;  the  students  are  defenders  of 
right  and  justice.  Senator  Smoot  told 
the  audience.  “My  family  has  been 
loyal  to  this  institution.  They  always 
will  be,”  declared  the  speak.er. 
Impressive  Exercises  Given 
The  exercises  in  College  hall  were 
opened  with  a song  by  the  university 
chorus  under  the  direction  of  Dr 
Franklin  Madsen.  Invocation  was 
offered  by  Sylvester  Q.  Cannon,  mem- 
b.-r  of  the  tvard  of  trustees  of  the 
university.  President  Harris,  who 
presided  at  the'  exercises,  in  a resume 
of  the  school’s  history  told  of  the 
early  difficulties  of  the  school,  read- 
ing from  the  minutes  of  the  board 
meetings  during  the  depression  of

Dear  Ed. — 

Since  my  last  letter  I have  left  the 
realm  of  the  cliff  dwellers  and  have 
passed  over  into  the  “Land  of  Cibola’ 
to  the  south  where  the  avaricious 
Conquistadores  sought  for  the  Seven 
Fabled  Cities  of  Gold  and  found  only 
seven  Zuni  Pueblos. 

As  you  leave  the  mesa  land  you 
suddenly  come  out  on  a long  level 
stretch  where  the  road  rarely  curves. 
This  is  the  great  Navajo  Reservation, 
a vast  volcanic  waste  land  that  pre- 
sents grotesque  eruption  of  lava  rock 
on  a baren  plain.  Among  them  one 
fancies  in  the  distance  a gigantic 
ship  sailing  across  a rolling  expanse 
of  desert  sea.  It’s  the  great  “Ship- 
rock”  that  overshadows  the  little  In- 
dian Agency  of  the  same  name  with 
it  carefully  laid-out  experimental 
farms  and  tree  shaded  streets. 

Right  in  the  heart  of  the  village  old 
Buster  came  to  a stop  and  refused  to 
go  farther.  I got  out  and  worked  on 
the  darn  thing  but  only  about  half  the 
cylinders  would  function. 

A few  old  Navajos  in  native  dress, 
their  long  hair  bound  up  with  colorful 
head  bands,  were  gathering  around.

a group  of  Navajo  boys  were  playing 
baseball  in  a modern  play  ground. 

Well,  we  got  the  boy  and  drove 
around  to  a rather  decent  looking 
garage  where  the  boy  worked  as  a 
mechanic.  And  did  that  Indian  boy 
know  his  stuff!  He  fixedum  allright 
so  that  old  Buster  percolated  better 
than  ever. 

It  was  too  late  now  to  continue  on, 
so  I camped  on  the  inviting  grounds 
near  the  San  Juan  River  by  the  little 
Navajo  village  that  lies  in  the  wake 
of  the  great  Shiprock. 

With  the  morning  I pointed  the  car 
southward  ready  to  cover  the  95  mile 
strip  to  Gallup.  A grizzled  old  Nava- 
jo and  his  squaw  wanted  a lift  so  I 
let  them  in  and  started  off.  Here  and 
there,  widely  apart,  were  the  hogans 
or  Navajo  huts,  with  tall  poles  set  up 
against  them  on  which  the  squaw  is 
forever  weaving  her  world  famous 
blankets.  Frequently,  flocks  6f  goats 
and  sheep  were  passed  with  a blanket- 
ed Indian  or  small  urchin  tending 
them.  Soon  the  old  Navajo  and  his 
squaw  asked  to  be  let  out,  and  they 
set  off  toward  a distant  speck  that 
was  their  own  humble  hogan — quite 
in  contrast  to  the  New  England  houses 
of  Shiprock. 

The  road  map  shows  names  along 
this  95  mile  stretch  to  Gallup,  but  as 
you  pass  them  they  are  only  names 
with  hardly  a shed  to  justify  naming. 
Then  at  last  Gallup,  the  one-time 
hangout  of  two-gun  toters,  but  now 
quite  civilized  by  the  stability  of  rail- 
road and  highway  influence. 

Here  the  road  takes  a southeaster- 
ly drection  over  another  long,  dull 
stretch,  but  finally  leads  to  the  Laguna 
Indian  Reservation  with  its  boxlike 
adobe  pueblos  dreaming  in  the  sun — 
peaceful,  mysterious — eternally  silent 
like  the  races  now  living  and  dead

It  is 
Elephant  Butte  Dam  that  has  made 
a garden  of  a 100,000  desert  acres. 

Again  to  the  South — Las  Palomas 
— Las  Cruces  — desert  — heat — ^more 
heat — more  desert.  Then  the  great 
city,  the  metropolis  of  El  Paso  pop- 
ping up  like  an  unexpected  oasis  in 
the  desert.  Here  the  venturesome 
Ponce  de  Leon  found  a pass  in  the 
great  sierras  from  Mexico  to  the 
North.  He  camped  on  the  banks  of 
the  Rio  Grande  and  named  it  “El 
Paso  del  Norte.”  Now  pn  his  camp 
site  stands  a mammoth  department 
store,  but  it  is  on  the  north  side  of  the 
river  with  other  giant  buildings. 
Across  the  muddy  stream  civilization 
is  remarkably  cut  down.  Neverthe- 
less, I believe  there  is  a wealth  of  in- 
terest to  be  found.  We  shall  see.

LuZell  Chipman,  chairman  of  the 
Public  Service  Bureau,  announces  that 
the  bureau  is,  again  this  year,  provid- 
ing facilities  whereby  a large  amount 
of  the  talent  of  B.  Y.  U.  will  be  avail- 
able to  the  various  communities  and.

The  bureau  is  especially  prepared  to 
fill  the  needs  of  high  school  assem- 
blies and  will  present  programs  of  any 
nature  or  any  length.

Redskins  Defeat  Cougars  29-0  In  Ute  Stadium 


B.  Y.  Defense  Wilts  Before 
Powerful  Utah  Attacks 


Richardson,  Eggertsen  on  Defense;  Biddulph, 
Sanford  on  Offense  Feature  Y Bid 


STARTING  LINEUP 


Regaining  championship  form  after 
an  early  season  slump,  University  of 
Utah  beat  down  the  sturdy  defense 
of  Brigham  Young  university,  29  to 
0,  in  the  Ute  bowl  Saturday  before  a 
near-record  crowd  of  15,000. 

The  Redskins  relied  almost  through- 
out on  their  powerful  drives  through 
the  center  of  the  line,  taking  to  the 
air  only  occasionally — and  then  pri- 
marily to  open  up  the  Cougar  defense, 
which  was  obviously  concentrated  on 
the  Utes’  steamroller  tactics. 

It  required  just  four  plays  to  dis- 
pell any  doubt  as  to  the  ability  and 
power  of  the  Utes.  Utah  returned 
the  Cougar’s  kickoff  to  their  own  38. 
Two  off-tackle  smashes  gave  the  Red- 
skins a first  down  in  midfield,  then, 
after  Utah  had  been  penalized  fifteen 
yards  for  holding,  Sleater,  Ute  quar- 
ter, passed  20  yards  to  Carlston,  who 
raced  40  yards  to  score. 

Charging  back  before  the  demoraliz- 
ed Cougars  could  re- 
cover from  the  shock 
of  the  first  score. 
Utah  battered  their 
way  from  midfield  to 
another  touchdown. 

B.  Y.  U.  rallied 
strongly,  holding  the 
Utes  on  practically 
even  terms  for  two 
periods.  Then,  late 
in  the  third  quarter, 
MurdocK  Utah  blocked  a Cou- 
gar punt.  Hart  recovered  on  the  Y 
four  yard  line,  but  the  punt  was  on 
• fourth  down,  and  Utah  took  posses- 
sion of  the  ball.  Sleater  gained  a yard 
and  then  Christenson  smashed  three 
yards  through  center  for  the  score. 

Utah’s  final  touchdown  came  in  the 
fourth  perio'd  as  the  result  of  a 65 
yard  sustained  drive. 

The  Cougars  demonstrated  an  un- 
quenchable spirit  when,  late  in  the 
game,  with  no  chances  of  victory  left 
whatsoever,  they  rallied  their  battered 
forces  to  hold  the  Utes  on  the  one 
yard  line  for  four  downs,  gaining 
possession  of  the  ball.  Wilson  punted 
out  of  danger,  but  in  doing  so  stepped 
back  of  the  zone,  automatically  giving 
Utah  a safety. 

The  Utah  defense  was  impressive 
and  at  no  time  did 
the  Cougars  threaten 
the  opposing  goal  ser- 
iously. The  Cougar 
backs  sifted  through 
for  good  gains  at 
times,  but  Utah  had 
enough  in  reserve  to 
halt  them  whenever 
necessary.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Cou- 
gar forward  wall  held 
rather  spasmodically, 
generally  finding  the  adept  blocking 
tactics  of  the  heavier  U line  breaking 
Christenson  and  company  into  the 
clear. 

Perhaps  the  hardest  part  of  the  Y 
line  to  penetrate  consistently  was  at 
left  tackle,  where  Red  Richardson 
played  a bang-up  game.  Eggertsen 
and  Warner  turned  in  good  defensive 
performances.  Bertotti  and  Wilson, 
in  the  first  half,  and  Millett,  Sanford 
and  Biddulph,  in  the  second  half,  car- 
ried the  brunt  of  the  Cougar  offen- 
sive. 

Statistics  reveal  Utah’s  advantage 
clearly.  The  Utes  made  20  first 
downs  to  nine  for  the  Cougars,  gain- 
ing 443  yards  to  the  Cougars  185.,  B. 
Y.  U.  completed  two  out  of  fifteen 
attempted  passes,  while  in  sixteen  at- 
tempts, Utah  completed  four.
